The general idea that clothing 18 much
cheaper in Englnnd than in this country was
recently controverted by a public apeanker In
thia city with tho argumont that overcoats
could be bought on the Bowery for $5 and suits
for not much more. Tho spenker might have
snid that protty much cverythingz ean be
bought in this eity for figuras as ridloulously
low ns those he quotad for elothing, if ono only
shops around enough bofore he purchnses,
and he need not go to the Bowery either.

Thoro are bargains in everything nowadays,
ovon In real estate and legisiation. but by all
odda the blggeat bargnlns In proportion to the
amount of money involved are those offered by
the rotail stores in this eity in the house fur-
nishing,men furnishing,women furnishlog, and
gonernl decorative and oucfitting lines. They
don't havo bargain ecounters In the butcher
shops yot. nor, as o rule, soll sugar at less than
cost to attraot trade, whilo conl and such like
nocossities aro kopt screwed up to tho sticking
point by combinations and agreements, but in
nbout every othor line thero ia rearcely an arti-
cle that Is not sold for lessthan it is worth_at
ono atore or another,

A man powitdnys ean buy s house at a bar-
enin, furnish it for loas than the actual eost of
making the articles he puts into it, pick outa
nlea girl from behind some bargain counter,
tnke her to a minletor, who {e anxious for busi-
noas, and marry her for hall tho usual foo,
dross her and himself in clothing that cost him
less than the materlals are worth, and sottle
down in a homo that {s just as nice and prob-
ally as substantinl ns though he had bought
ovorything at the rogular price at stores that
stuck to the old-fashionod way of business,

Ho would have to do a good doal of running
nround, however, in search of all these bar-
goins, for It I8 raroly that over two or throe
lines of goods are sacriflesd at the snme store
at tho sume time, But he need never feel that
Lo is dealing with any but a Arst-eloss house
or that there is any danger thut he Is not got-
ting just what the goods ure represented to be,
As o rule, the houses that givo the biggest bar-
gnina aro the biggest houses, and nine timesa
out of ten the goods on the bargain counters in
all the stores are first clnas In their line.

AT CUSTER'S ILAST FIGHT.

COUNT CARLOS'S STORY OF THE BAT-
TLE OF THE LITTLE BIG HORN,

Coaunt Oarloa was Left Mehind when the
Troops Fell Back, and he Saw the Fattle
from the Endlans’ Side—A COry In the Night,

FAnao, Jan, 2.—It was on a bitter cold night
4n Decombor, with a Dakota blizzard doing Ita

worsl, that, acting upon the suggestion of a

friend, I called upon *' Count Carlos” to hear hia

desoription of the Custer Nght. “Ho" I had
boen nesured, * gives n more corrsct nnd real-

{stlo account of the fight than any other officar

who took part in It. Just get him well started,

and you will be fully repald for your trouble,”
With the former history of Count Carlos I
was already familiny, He wna a descondant of

a notsd patriotio family of Italinns. His father

and saveral of his brothers had beon executed

in Italy for thalr patriotio principles, while all
of tho members of tho family, besldes himself,
including even the fomales, hud suffered lengthy

Imprikonments. Brought up in such an atmos-

phiors, It was not steangs that, after arriving

at moro mature yoars, ha should devote his
body and soul tn tho cause in which his rela-
tives had porishod: and before ho had renched

the ago of 17 years he had besn proclaimed a

politieal outlaw, and a reward had beon offerod

for his body, ullve or dead.
Trusting for his safety In the Intricacles

of the passes ofstho Alps, he remained in-

or near Italy until several yeara lator, when he
went to Parls, There ho romalined for soma
time, 8 memberand the representative of one
of the most powerful Enropean secrot socle-
ties of the day. Finally, on the might of Jan.
14, 1858, ho undertook to perform, In connec-
tion with Orsinl, Gomes, and Plorl, the dutles
imposed upon them by the soclety, who be-
lisved thnt the Emperor’s doath would nccom-
plish the independence of Italy, History hns ro-
ecorded the nttempted nseassination of Napo-
leon 1IL. that night. Tha bombs wore thrown,
but fafled in their objoct.

In the courso of u few dayn all four of the
consplrators wore captured. Gomes saved lils
own neck by saerilicing those of his compan-
fons, who were sentenced to be executed, Or-
sinf and Plori wers oxecutetl in the presence
ol Count Cnrlos, whoso rontence Was com-
muted on the seaffold.

Soon after his narrow escapo from death
“Count Carlos" mado his cseape and came to

this eountry, aceopting, upon his arrival, a
commizsion” In the Northern army, snd nt
oneo joining his compuny in the flwld, After
the wir he remained in the army, and 18 now o
gallnnt Captain of cay alry.

1 found Count Carlos it nis home, enjoying o
pipe and hook. He was & slight though com-
paetly bullt man, whose halr and berrd, which
was trimmed toa polnt, wors fast turning m‘n{
His moustaches wors long and carefully waxed
Fortunutely, he was very affable and apparont-
Iy in the best of humors. Afier cavelully lead-
Ing up to the subject bs Judivious |iu¢-5u0ns
and remarks, I succeoded in ;u:\lnfln m falrl
started, &and, asthe s -atur{ rro he senme
to live over ngaln the b y soenes of tYose
hours, and, letting his ping go out In his ex-
citement, he Hlugtratad his narrative by mnri
descr] 1|ll\u gostures and attitudes, and allowe
his mrnign necent to creep in malu,m ol

"It wns nearly noon on the day of the battle
(June L6, 137&! whon, far ahead of our column,
wo siw immenss clouds of dust, and other in-
dications that Indians in lnraa ‘numbers were
near us, Con, l...uulcr divided his commund
into two parts, one of which he uommnnrled
while Mapjor Beno took command of ths other,
Custer lofit us and struck down towurd the
Little Big Horn, lmoudlntito eross ambattack
from the lower side, while we were to cross
furtlier up and attuck from above, That was
the lnst that we saw of him or his fmllnut o
mand untit wu found thelr mutilated bodiss
suma duys la

" We z_-rmssod ar. a ford some distancs further
up stream. wnd soon camo in sight of an im-
menss crowd of mounted Indlans, They wegpe
riding back und forth nand raising such a dust
thuat we eonld tell nothing wbout thelr num-
bars. Hefore long the bullets began to fall
amou us, and lheonlorwuclvnnlodlummmﬁ
und fight on foot. We advanced in skirmi
line, nnd when withln omsr rangﬂ halted und
made s stand. Tho firing had mau aclu:on
fur some len or t»nn minutes when I suw a
emall party detnch themselves and move
ground townard our Aunk. I gathered four ur
five mon about me and rushed to n pusition
from which the flank could be defended. We
fonnd thero a dry strenm with high-cut banks,
which gnve usample covar, and sheitersd by
which we held the iinnking party nt bay and
oceaslonnlly sucreaded in knovking over one
of their number.
